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J,R, Harrison, Director of Physi- 
ol Plant and Plnnning has an- 
nounced that authorization to pro- 
ceed with the new seven-story tow- 
er on the Parker Building has been 
received nnd tenders for steel work 
have heen accepted. Work is 
scheduled to start in October or 
November with November 1007 as 
the terminal date. 

Costing two and half million dol- 
lars, the tower will house the Li- 
brary on the 5th, Oth, and 7th 
floors and faculty offices and semi- 
nar rooms on the 8th floor. The 
OJh floor will contain the Regis- 
trar's Officees with the Buslnes and 
Accounting offices on the 10th 
(loon The lop story will contain 
Executive and Senate rooms. 

The persenl three floors will also 
undergo change. Expansion of the 
ground floor will provide a greater 
reading room. The 2nd floor stacks 
will be made Into a study hall with 
the remaining offices given over 
to direct student needs. The 3rd 
floor will be expanded in the direc- 
tion of ihe Great Hall and contain 
library audio-visual facilities,; and 
periodicals, , 

Also scheduled to start loon is 
work on the second Science' iull» 
ding. Although final costs arc riot 
yet available, it is estimated that 
♦Sclenfce II" will* ctifct In the visi- 
nity of five million dollars. It is to 
house the Mathematics, Physics and 
until phase 3 the Geology depart- 
ments. The Chemistry an Biology 
department* are to remain In 



Science I. 

As well as research facilities nnd 
offices the new building will con- 
tain 2 audltoria each having a ca- 
pacity of 150 students and one au- 
ditorium seating 350. All three 
will have provision for television 
teaching but this equipment will 
not be installed until needed in 
future. Director J.A, Harrison and 
Mr. Keith Wagland, who works with 
Dr, Thomas Howarth in co-ordi- 
nating the Laurentian Master Plan, 
explained that the now building 
will contain research labs on the 
extcrio perimeters and teaching 
labs on the interior. These window- 
less rooms are felt to be more effi- 
cient. 

Science II will be air-conditioned 
a% needed. Added features will bo 
Urge storage areas and a large 
science library. 

The firm of Marani, Rounthwaite, 
and Dick of Toronto have been 
designated as architects. Mr. 
Rounthwaite is designer of the 
Athletic Building and the Arts 
Building. Unlike the tower, Science 
I! will not be completed until at 
least March of 1063. this long time 
Is made necessary by the fact that 
30 weeks will' be needed to com- 
plete drawings of the building. 
Attual construction is to take 20 
months. 

Mr. Harrison stated that the 
planetarium, social sciences buil- 
ding, and additions to the Avery 
Building are- now in the prelimi- 
nary planning stages.

FEES INCREASED 
TO HELL WITH TRUST 



Administrators are as a rule excellent tacticians. We sometimes 
picture them as Generals plotting a war to get their own way. Yet 
this, we hope, Is not true. Assumedly they act in the best interests 
of All concerned* And it was In this light that wo viewed the increase 
In fees this year. Tuition was raised from a total of $400.00 to $535.00, 
Not a great amount, but still a raise. And open to question. We 
quote from page 28 of the current Calender: 

"The full-time fees of $535.00 for the 1960-67 session include an 
amount of $70.00 covering incidental fees for registration, athletics, 
health services, students general association, college association 
AND GRADUATION.'* 

But sir, I only want tc graduate once. There Is the possibility 
that for the next two years the University is taking <a loss on gra- 
duation fees, but there is also the possibility that they aro not. 

Back to the point — the fee increase was announced unofficially 
in May in the Huntington publication "The Trumpet". To the best 
of our knowledge neither the S.G.A. nor any individual students 
were officially notified of XUq increases or the reason for it We 
have it on good authority that the Minister of University Affairs 
said earlier in 10CG that fncreases In fees would not be necessary 
because of incrensed government grants. Was the silence about the 
raise necessary? Certainly it avoided riots and hunger strikes, but 
did it Inspire a feeling of trust or one of "We've been rooked again.**? 
In their study "University Government in Canada", Sir James 
Duff and Professor Robert O. Bentnltl question the present method 
of Implimcnling policy in Canadian Universities. In particular Ihcy 
hold that students now feel like "customers" rather than members 
of the university community. 

Wc wish -to offer this quotation from page 07 of their study for 
your serious thought. 

"Wo recommend that the plan wich has been successfully cm* 
ployed at Queen's University and at the Scottish Universities bo 
generally followed. Under this formula the students elect a Rector, 
NOT HIMSELF A STUDENT, to represent them as a full member 
of the Board (of Governors). , . , Such a Hector should act as the 
articulate spokesman for student Interests on Board matters that 
bear even remotely on student interests. As an example, he should 
suggest consuiatlon with students BEFORE the Board decides to 
raise student tuition fees. The final decision may stilt have to be 
the same, but if the nccssity to raise fees has been carefully ex- 
plained to the students ahead of time, mutual trust will have been 
greatly enhanced." 

Wo believe in the usefulness of good will fostered by mutual, 
trust. Wo believe that a Rector Is needed at Laurentlan. It would 
not be necessary 10 ammend the Acts of the Legislature concerning 
the University to institute such an office, for section 14 and 18 of 
the Act would allow the Board of Governors to appoint a person 
nominated by the students to their rank. 

Tho decision must be mode. Are we customers or citizen?

The Memorial Univorslty of New- 
foundland. Monday pulled out of 
the Canadian Union of Students, 
leaving charges of irrelevancy and 
bureaucracy behind it. 

Rex Murphy, 1D65-0G student 
president at Memorial, called CUS 
a bureaucracy administering unto 
itself and backed his charges with 
a 20 - minute emotional polemic, 

"CUS Is not worth $2,500 to 
Memorial and not worth 60 cents 
to each student because he does 
not net anything from CUS. 

"We ard too exhausted to con- 
tinue, wc must resign," Murphy 
said. 

He said Memorial joined the uni- 
on four years ago, and began a 
study asking CUS' secretariat and 
Canadian student teadcrs.what CUS 

"I .weep to admit that wo could 
not get a satisfactory answer" 
Murphy said. 

Ho said Memorial's resignation 
was not one of negative criticism 
and urged other delegations to 
reconsider their own positions In 
tho union. 

Plenary chairman Doug Ward 
ruled Memorial's withdrawal ef- 
fective at tho end of the 30th 
Congress, giving it the right to 
continue participation in business 
sessions. 

At Saturday's opening plenary, 
Marlonapolis College and Loyola 
ttalyenltjr both of Montreal, also 
withdrew their CUS memberships 
in favor of joining tho Union 
Generate des Edutlants de Quebec.

Ottawa (CUP) — Contrary to 
the federal government, tho Ont- 
ario provincial government places 
a higher priority on federal aid 
to education than it does on me- 
dical insurance for all Canadians. 

Premier John Robarts told the 
federal-provincial tax structure 
committee Wednesday (ScptX4> 
tat Ontario supports tho principle 
of universal public medicare, but 
welcomed tho docision of the fe- 
deral government to postpone its 
scheme until July l, 1007 

However, tho provincial govern- 
ment does not opprovo of postpon- 
ing federal aid to education until 
July of 1067. 

"While Ontario beliefs firmly 
In tho desirability of universal 
medicare schemes for Canadians, 
we are convinced that . . . expen- 
ditures on higher education de- 
servo the grotcst priority," tho 
Premier said. 

Medicare is already universally 
available in Ontario through the 
Ontario Medicat Services Insuran- 
ce Plan and various private in- 
surance schemes, but it does not 
have sufficint facilities and per- 
sonnel to accommodate and teach 
students already in -their final 
high school years, ho said.

WITHDRAWALS 



Ottawa (CUP) — The 170,000- 
mcmbcr Canadian Union of Stu* 
dents Monday lost one ot Its strong- 
est members* when the Univer- 
sity of AJberia students* council 
voted to withdraw immediately 
from the association. 

A telegram informing CUS 
President Doug Ward of Edmon- 
ton's decision to leave the organi« 
zntion was received today (Tues- 
day, Sept. 20) in Ottawa. 

Edmonton council president 
Branny Schepanovich has for se- 
veral month criticized CUS for 
ovcrcxtending itself in its activi- 
ties, and at the 30th Congress 
earlier this month threatened to 
pull his university delegation out 
of CUS. 

The sudden pull-out drew an 
expression of "disappointment** 
from Ward, who said he would 
personally encourage and assist 
the Edmonton campus in any future 
move back to the CUS fold. 

"1 am glad that Branny has the 
strength of his convictions/' the 
CUS president said, "Alberta tra- 
ditionally has been on of the strong* 
est members of CUS , . /' 

Schepanovich's opposition to 
CUS policy.particularly in the area 
of international affairs, extends 
back to the day when he was 
viewed council president — 
March 4. 

Earlier this summer he sent a 
circular to all council presidents 
warning them against "ovcr-cxtcn- 
tion. 

The circular questioned the CUS 
national executive's right to make 
policy statements on world issues 
while at the same time claiming 
to represent the opinion* of all 
Canadian students. It urged de- 
legations to the 30th Congress to 
consider restricting CUS to activl* 
lies which only directly involve 
university and other post-secon- 
dary students in Canada, 



When his proposals failed to re- 
ceive support at this month Con- 
gress. Schepanovich threatened to 
pull out of CUS. 

( *We can do without CUS/* 
Schepanowich was quoted as say- 
ing in Edmonton last March, "but 
tho question is, ean CUS do with- 
out us?'* 

CUS chief Ward, however, ex- 
pressed little concern Tuesday a- 
bout the financial implications of 
Edmonton's withdrawal, 

Edmonton's 1 1,000-studcnt en- 
rolment would have added an es- 
timated $7,000 to CUS coffers this 
year, but flvc-ccnt per capita fee 
increase approved at this year's 
Congress will more than cancel 
this out. 

Ward said CUS will probably 
embark on a fund-raising campaign 
to raise money for its depleted 
budget, nrf denied there will lie 
any cutbacks In CUS projects this 
year. 

"It means we're going to have 
to work harder . . /' he said. ".It 
will be a smaller and a lighter 
union now." 

Asked what effect the withdraw- 
al will have on the S2BO.00O cultur- 
al and athletic festival scheduled 
for next March on the University 
of Alberta and University of Cal* 

ttary cauijiNiit'j*, Word unlit: 

"I havu no comment on Oil*. I 

don*t know what other councils 
will have to say, and I wouldn't 
want to prejudice their opinions." 

The festival, called Second Cent- 
ury Week, has received backing 
from CUS and financial support 
from the Centennial Commission 
and Alberta government, as well 
as from private individuals and 
companies. 

With Edmonton's absence from 
CUS membership rolls, the orga* 
nization has 43 members, repre- 
senting about 160,000 sludenis in 
Canadian post-secondary institu- 
tions.
